We note that the current revision autherines His I ncl usi o n of 
such non-citisens as the President may prescribe. We have hep 
informed by the Office of the President's Advisor th at the intaotten of 
this revision is to mske the bill ap p lica b le to CIA a li s a employees, 
who are covered in our own pending legislation. However, _ the 
sectional analysis of the bill indicates that the. purpose of iaddh| 
non- citizens is "to permit agencies such as the Central IalsHig— a 
Agency which recruits non -citizen employees in this nwtr y or in the 
territories end possessions for service abroad to sflsrd three employees** 
the same benefits as are given te U. S. rltlssus M Vhh this referen ce 
la not necessarily cos trolling, wa foal it more appsapeidto that it ho 
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Indicated thit recr-miag doe* occur in foreign area* a* 'well ae in 
the territories and possession* or in this country. This could be 
accomplished by adding the -word* "or foreign areas" after the 
■words "territories and possession* 11 in the above language. 

The definition of "overseas employee" in section 3. f. ashen 
read in conjunction with the term as used elsewhere could possibly 
give rise to a question of interpretation. We are concerned with the 
possible problem of employee* who are returned to the United States 
and then have recurrence of aa illness or injury which was in fact 
incurred abroad. A solution to this problem might be the deletion 
of the word "overseas" from section 8. a. Alternatively, thje legis- 
lative intent could be made clear by explanation in the sectional 
analysis. 

Section 8 . b. creates the most serious problem for this 
Agency. It could result in requiring dependents to pay substantial 
hospital and medical costs for a prolonged illness or injury. In our 
view, where a possible prolonged illness or injury is determined to 
have resulted sol^r from location at a particular post abroad, no costs 
should be assesaed-to the employee or to the dependent. This would 
be provided for under the proposed CIA legislation and we believe it 
fulfills an equitable and desirable purpose. An example of this situation 
could be the wife of an employee who is seriously injured as a result 
of rioting or civil disturbance at the post of assignment. Under these 
circomstarrea the proposed bill would require the employee to incur 
substantial expenses for dependents if the injury required a long period 
of hospitalization. 

As mentioned in our letter of 30 April 1986, we feel the 
creation by the proposed bill of an Overseas Medical Board to assist 
in the administration of the law could possibly result in a conflict 
with Agency security requirement*. It is our assumption, however, 
that such. difficulties could be taken into account and resolved on an 
administrative basis. 

The problems and administrative procedures of the Agency 
in tbi* field being much the same as those of the Department of State, 
we think that our authorities ought to remain identical with those of 
that Department. Accordingly, while we. have no objection to inclusion . 
of this Agency in the Overseas Medical bill, we would request an 
exception from it and a continuation of the use of our .own authorities,
